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Notes and Comments 


UR table of receipts from the four prin- 
cipal sources of benevolence for October 
is decidedly discouraging. Gifts from auxil- 
iaries have decreased $716.54. No legacies 
have been received. Church collections have 
increased $460.90, but gifts from individuals 
have decreased $259.19, so that on the whole 
to the decrease of $23.940.88 in legacy re- 
ceipts, there must be added a further decrease 
in gifts from the living of $514.83. These un- 
comfortable facts must be faced. They ought 
to arouse every friend of the Bible Society. 
The showing for the seven months period 
is better than this. Legacy receipts are 
$32,153.83 less. Receipts from the living 
are $8,444.24 more; the total showing a de- 
crease of $23,709.59.

THE announcement was made in the RECORD 
for October of the assassination of the Rev. 
Karl Hansen, one of the colporteurs of the 
Society, who was also connected with the 
Methodist Mission in Lima, Peru. Mr. Pen- 


zotti now writes, giving the following partic- 


ulars of the sad occurrence: 

‘“The murderer was a typist, seventy years 
old, Peruvian by birth. They all tell me that 
he was a good workingman and honest, but 
because of his age he could not get the salary 
that he thought he deserved to get, and for 
this reason had been told to leave. He 
looked for work in other places, but was no 
better treated. Then he came again to the 
Methodist printing press asking for work. 
He was taken on again, but worked only three 
days—from Wednesday until Saturday, August 


- 23d. About five p. m. he came to get his money 


for the week and then went away. He re- 
turned in about fifteen minutes displeased be- 
cause he did not get better pay, opened the 
door softly, and without saying one word, he 
shot Mr. Hansen, breaking the arm bone, then 
shot again into the lungs and heart. Mr. Han- 
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sen stood up and walked a few steps, but 
fell down dead. When the murderer saw Mr. 
Hansen fall he shot himself in the right tem- 
ple and fell dead at a distance of one meter 
from Mr. Hansen. All this happened in a few 
seconds. Itis evident that he did this after 
having thought it over; and thinking that 
they were not just to him, he was desperate 
because poor, old, and perhaps not quite in 
his right mind. 

‘“Mrs. Hansen lived upstairs, and when she 
heard the noise came down quickly, but the 
persons present closed the door, as they did 
not wish her to see the sad sight. They tell 
me that she almost went insane, and their two 
daughters, one five and the other three, cried 
terribly. A week later Mrs. Hansen left for 
Valparaiso, where she is now living with her 
parents. We are trying to see how we can 
help this poor widow and two orphans, for 
they have nothing.”’ 

Mr. Hansen was, as has already been stated, 
a faithful and useful servant of God and of this 
Society, whom we will find it hard to replace. 
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As the year draws toward its close and Christ- 
mas is nigh at hand, the scene of war has 
shifted from the other side of the world to 
our very doors. A year ago the front of 
horrid war was in the Balkans, now war a 
l’outrance in Mexico, the fiercest and bloodiest, 
again makes the Christmas story seem a 
mockery. When will peace become the uni- 
versal habit of nations? Never until the 
foundation of a true national life are estab- 
lished in obedience to the written message of 
the Prince of Peace. 
for Mexico and the Mexicans is the Bible, 
outwardly ministered and spiritually inter- 
preted. To achieve this consummation so 
devoutly to be wished, this Society has as its 
task the persistent, wise, and skillful circula- 
tion of the Spanish Bible. Since its Agency 
was begun there thirty-five years ago 810,560 
volumes have been put in circulation, and 
prior to that enough to make the total over a 
million. May the Christmas spirit in its 
deepest and truest sense prevail on both 
sides of the Rio Grande. 


From the Levant 


ETTERS from Constantinople speak of 
the restoration of daily railway trains 
between that city and Vienna after a year’s 
interruption. Electric cars have now begun 
to ply in the European part of Constantinople. 
Motor buses supply rapid 
transit in the older parts of 
the city. The old “cor- 
duroy road’”’ bridge across 
-the Golden Horn has been 
replaced by an artistic, 
smoothly paved structure; 
the gardens of the palace of 
the Sultan, which occupy the 
site of ancient Byzantium, 
are being transformed into 
a beautiful public park, and 
in the valley of the ‘Sweet 
Waters”’ a power house for 
an electric-light plant is soon 
to be ready. In short, the 
Young Turk party is on the 
crest of the wave again, and 
is initiating improvements 
and reforms in the Turk- 
ish Empire which are noth- 
ing short of revolutionary. 
Lest we jump at the conclusion that the 
work of the American Bible Society and of 
the missionary societies is hereafter to be 
easy in Turkey, we will put in contrast with 
this apparent progressiveness of the Turkish 


government a recent incident of the newly 
formed street-sweeping brigade in Constanti- 
nople. The street-sweepers were required to 
wear badges bearing in both Turkish and 
French the name of the district (Pera), and

could not properly pray to God. Thereupon 
the Turkish goverment ordered the badges 
removed. As a Mohammedan organ of the 
Young Turk party remarks, ‘“‘This is an exhi-

bition of the false ideas and the fanaticism 
which have held sway in Turkey for ages.”’ 

The Bible Society colporteurs and the mis- 
sionaries alike must expect for some time to 
come such fanaticism to appear in this Mo- 
hammedan country along side of the improve- 
ments introduced from Christendom by a lib- 
eral government. 

The fifteen hundredth anniversary of the 
introduction of an alphabet for the Armenian 
people, and the four hundredth anniversary of 
the printing of the first Armenian book, were 
celebrated in Constantinople October 25th. 
The chief celebration was an imposing cere- 
mony at the Armenian Patriarchate. At this 
function representatives of almost all Chris- 

tian denominations found in the city and three 
Cabinet Ministers of the Turkish government 
were present to offer felicitations to the Ar- 
menian people. The American Bible Society 
was represented by its Agent, the Rev. Dr. 
Marcellus Bowen. Dr. Bowen presented to 
the committee in charge of this celebration 
1,200 Armenian Testaments, which were ap- 
preciatively accepted. 

The Bible in modern Armenian was first 
issued by the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety early in the nineteenth century. The 
- modern version now in use, which is that pre- 
pared by the Rev. Dr. Elias Riggs of the 
_ American Board, was issued in 1845 by the 
American Bible Society. Of this version 
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489,782 volumes have been printed by the 
Society since that date. In fact the American 
Bible Society has supplied the missions of the 
American Board in Turkey with all of the 
Armenian Scriptures they have used during 
sixty-eight years. It is a 
curious circumstance that 
during the last five years 
more than 35,000 volumes 
of the modern Armenian 
Scriptures printed in Con- 
stantinople by our Society 
have been circulated among 
Armenians in the United 
States. 
* * * * * 

The Eastérn Turkey 
Mission of the American 
Board sends us the follow- 
ing: 

“On behalf of the East- 
ern Turkey Mission, greet- 
ing. Delegates from Har- 
poot, Erzroom, and Bitlio 
assembled in Van for the 
thirty-seventh annual meet- 
ing. You will be interested 
to hear of the progress of 
the Kingdom in these parts for 1912 and 1913. 
Reports were read of all departments of work 
from the stations mentioned as well as from 
Mardin, which for reasons of health could 
send no delegates. 

“‘While the staff of workers for every station 
is painfully inadequate, yet there is encour- 
agement, and the workers are full of zeal to 
continue undismayed in their various fields. 

“The attendance at Sunday school in Erz- 
room has been increased from 150 to 415 this 
year by the systematic giving of lesson pic- 
ture cards every Sunday, and four replaced 
by a post card with the promise of a Testa- 
ment or hymn book at the end of the year if 
ten post cards are presented. 

‘In a village five girls and one boy had 
earned a hymn book by learning the Sermon 
on the Mount. In Van the Sunday school 
offers a Bible to every child who learns the 
Commandments, a psalm, and the beatitudes. 

‘“Dr. Ussher had recently sent six Turkish 
Testaments to a Kurdish chief, who asked for 
them. 

‘“We are seeking earnestly for opportunities 
of work among the Moslems, and Van station 
is prepared to start a kindergarten in Turkish 
in the Turkish quarter. An Armenian teacher 
is being prepared in Turkish for that work. | 

‘‘ Bach station means to give more and more 
attention to learning Turkish, and especially 
setting aside newcomers to learn that lan- 
guage first.” é 
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The Congregational National Council 


HE National Council of Congregational 

Churches which opened October 22d at 
Kansas City, Mo., was the largest in point 
of membership which has ever assembled. 
Men from the Atlantic states and from the 
Pacific coast sat down by the banks of the 
Missouri River with men from the Middle 
West. The sessions of the great meeting 
continued during more than a week, and then 
the delegates returned to their homes re- 
joicing. 

The important work of this Council was a 
change in constitution which gives it the char- 
acter of an administrative body. Hereafter it 
is to meet once in two years, and it is hoped 
that it will bring the churches closer together 
for more uniformly persistent and efficient 
effort. The relation of the churches to the 
channels of distribution of their gifts has now 
been changed by making all the members of 
the National Council members of each of the 
seven Congregational missionary and benevo- 
lent societies. 

This new arrangement of what may be 
called the “‘machinery’”’ of benevolence was 
accepted cheerfully by all of the seven socie- 
ties, and was adopted by the Council with but 
one dissenting vote. As Dr. Charles R. 
Brown, the moderator, has remarked of the 
session at which these far-reaching changes 
were adopted: ‘‘ The readiness to subordinate 


personal preferences to the larger good and 
the manifest guidance of the Holy Spirit lifted 
a strenuous business session into a high relig- 
ious exercise and a rich personal experience 
for all.” 

The Council appointed a commission “ on 
the Bible Cause”? to co-operate with the 
American Bible Society in plans for its Cen-- 
tennial and to report to the Council in 1915, 
and it reeommended an annual collection to be 
taken by Congregational churches for the Bible 
Society whenever practicable. 

The American Bible Society has always 
furnished Bibles in various languages for Con- 
gregational evangelistic and Sunday-school 
work in the United States, besides supplying 
Congregational missions abroad with Scrip- 
tures in Turkish, Armenian, Arabic, Spanish, 
Chinese, Japanese, Zulu, the various dialects 
of Micronesia, and other languages. In many 
cases it places colporteurs at the disposal of 
the missionaries for the distribution of these 
books without which missionary work could 
not continue. More than any other interde- 
nominational organization it is thus in vital 
relations with the good works of the Congre- 
gational churches. The more heartily, there- 
fore, it can offer its congratulations to those 
churches upon the impulse for unity and effi- 
ciency which seems to have ruled the National 
Council at Kansas City. 


The General Convention of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church and the American Bible Society 


HE General Convention of the Protestant 

Episcopal Church, as announced in the 
ReEcoRD of October, began October 8th and 
continued nearly three weeks. Suchaconven- 
tion could not fail to stir the deepest interest, 
not only in the historic communion which it 
represented but throughout American Chris- 
tendom. The interests of the American Bible 
Society were presented in the following letter, 
which was presented first in the House of 
Bishops by the Right Reverend David H. 
Greer, D.D., LL.D., Bishop of New York, 
and in the House of Deputies by the Very 
Reverend William M. Grosvenor, D.D., Dean 
of the Cathedral of St. John the Divine. In 
both houses concurrent action was taken unani- 
mously. We give it in the exact form in 


which it was taken in the House of Deputies 
Such action is highly gratifying to the man- 
agers, officers, and friends of the Society. 


TO THE GENERAL CONVENTION OF THE PROT- 
ESTANT EpiscopaLt CHURCH, 
Reverend Fathers and Brethren of the House of 
Deputies : 
Three years ago at the General Convention 
in Cincinnati, Ohio, the work of the American 
Bible Society was taken into generous consid- 
eration by the House of Bishops and the 
House of Deputies. At that time the Society 
was able to report the completion of the effort 
to secure $1,000,000 for its Endowment Fund, 
$500,000 of which was given by Mrs. Russell 
Sage, and $500,000 by general contributions — 
from the churches and individuals throughout 
the country. + : 
It also reported the elaboration of its sys- 
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tem of Home Agencies which had just been 
further increased by the action of the ‘Penn- 
sylvania Bible Society entering into such re- 
lations with the American Bible Society as to 
form the nucleus of the Atlantic Agency, cov- 
ering the states of Pennsylvania, Delaware, 
and New Jersey, and this under the leadership 
of the beloved and lamented Rt. Rev. Ozi 
William Whittaker, D.D., LL.D., at that time 
its President. By this system of Home Agen- 
cies the missionary circulation of the Scrip- 
tures in the United States now rests largely 
on the shoulders of this Society, and a very 
heavy burden it is because of the increasing 
complexity of our population. To meet the 
needs of these home missionary activities of 
the Christian people of this country, the So- 
ciety now issues the Scriptures in eighty lan- 
guages and dialects. 
This, however, is only a part of the lan- 
guage problem of the Society. Beginnings 
have been made during this three year period 
in translating the Scriptures into the language 
of the Navaho Indians, of the Shulla tribe on 
the Upper Nile, and in the Philippines into 
Ibanag. The Old Testament has been com- 
pleted in the language of Korea, giving the 
people of that country for the first time the 
entire Bible. The Old Testament has been 
completed in the Sheetswa language, giving 
to these people in East Africa the whole 
Bible. The Old Testament has been com- 
pleted in Panayan, giving the people that 
speak this language in the Philippines the 
whole Bible. Progress has also been made 
in the translation of the Scriptures into Que- 
chua, the language spoken by the descendants 
of the Incas in Peru, and the Cebuan and Pam- 
pangan languages of the Philippines. The 
New Testament inthe Laos language has been 
completed. An attempt has been made to 
begin the translation of the Gospels into the 
dialect spoken by the Mohammedans of Min- 
danao. Revisions of the Scriptures have been 
going forward in Japanese, Spanish, Portu- 
guese, Siamese, the Laos, Wenli and Man- 
darin Chinese, the Marshall Islands’ language 
of Micronesia, and the Zulu in South Africa. 
Representatives of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church are on a number of the committees 
engaged in this work of translation and re- 
vision. Among them attention should be 
called to the Rev. William Cabell Brown, D.D., 
of Brazil, and the Rt. Rev. John McKim, 
D.D., of Tokyo. 
Three years ago the issues of the Society 
from the beginning in 1816 amounted to 
90,527,904 volumes. During the three years 
since the last General Convention the work of 
® the Society hasexpanded amazingly. It has re- 
: _ sponded to the quickened interest on the part 
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of the American people with a large increase 
in its missionary activity. The issues during 
these three years have amounted to 7,740,811 
volumes, being equal to the circulation of dec: 
ades in the earlier history of the Society. 

In the year 1911 the Tercentenary of the 
King James Version of the English Bible was 
widely celebrated throughout the English- 
speaking world. Under the guidance of the 
American Bible Society great meetings were 
held in the chief cities of the United States: 
At the celebration in New York City the Rt. 
Rev. David H. Greer, D.D., LL.D., presiding, 
significant messages were presented from the 
King of Great Britain and the President of 
the United States. We trust that these cele- 
brations are typical of the interest which the 
American people will take in the coming Cen- 
tennial of the American Bible Society, to occur 
in the spring of the year of our Lord 1916. 

At the foundation of the American Bible So- 
ciety in 1816 leading representatives of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church were conspicu- 
ous. Very early in the history of the Society 
John Jay, Chief Justice of the United States 
Supreme Court, became the Vice-President of 
the Society, and in 1821 he became the second 
President of the Society. The Society has 
always had upon its Board of Managers men 
in high honor and repute in the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. It has been one of the 
glories of the American Bible Society that it 
represents perhaps the earliest form of the 
co-operative activities of American Christians 
of various faiths, as has been the history of 
its older sister, the British and Foreign Bible 
Society in England. 

We bespeak for this Society the cordial 
support of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 
The great need of the Society is not endow- 
ment, but current gifts from the living. We 
need that every great communion in the United 
States should place this fundamental task of 
giving the Scriptures to the needy of the earth 
upon their heart. We should have at least 
$500,000 every year from the gifts of the 
churches. 

We respectfully ask the General Conven- 
tion whether it will not refer this communica- 
tion to some suitable committee to take into 
consideration the part of the Church in the 
historic and world-wide work of the Society.

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Resolved, That in view of the approaching 
Centennial of this Society in 1916, a commit- 
tee be appointed with whom the Board of 
Managers of the American Bible Society may 
confer in regard to a proper celebration of 
an event of such interest to the Church in 
America. ; 

Resolved, That the House of Deputies joins 
with the House of Bishops in commending 
the Society to the confidence and generous 
consideration of the Church. 


The National Convention of Methodist Men 


HE National Convention of Methodist 

Men, which assembled in Indianapolis, 
October 28-31, was the most remarkable 
gathering that has ever taken place in the his- 
tory of American Methodism. It was called 
together to take into consideration the varied 
activities of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
and to enunciate a programme adequate to 
the Church’s task. More than three thousand 
delegates were present, and the meetings 
were of intense interest from the opening on 
Tuesday morning to the closing session on 
Friday night, three sessions being held each 
day. It would be unsuitable, as well as im- 
possible, to portray in these pages the whole 
scope of this unique gathering. On Tuesday 
afternoon the seven official benevolences 
sanctioned by the General Conference were 
represented by the Secretaries of the various 
Boards, who spoke on the general theme of 
“The Call to Advance.’”’ The first of these 
addresses was delivered by the Rev. William 
I. Haven, D.D., Corresponding Secretary of 
the American Bible Society, who spoke on 
“The Call to Advance in the Circulation of 
the Scriptures.’’ We present to our readers 
his address: 


“The Bible ts the Great Missionary.’ The 
Bible is the great missionary because it is 
the unsullied mirror of the perfections of 
Jesus Christ. In its origin it is the fruit of 
the Church, inspired of the Holy Ghost. 
“Holy men spake as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost.”’ In its outgoing it is,as Bishop 
Parker of India said, “‘the seed corn of the 
Kingdom.” Wherever it goes churches spring 
up. Wherever it is treasured the church is 
nourished and grows strong. It is every- 
where the inspiration of missionary advance. 


For nearly a century the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church has officially recognized its obli- 
gation to circulate the Scriptures among the 
people of this and other lands. Fora number 
of years it had its own Bible Society. In 
1836 the General Conference disbanded this 
Methodist Bible Society and adopted the 
American Bible Society as one of the official 
institutions of the Church. For seventy-seven 
years—over three-quarters of a century—this 
Society has been your servant. During this 
period we have sent forth to the ends of the 
earth 96,279,287 volumes of Scriptures. What 
will the harvest be? 

I am to speak, however, not of the past but 
of “The Call to Advance.” For fear that 
my time may not be sufficient to reach my 
conclusion, let me give my fifth and final word 
first. 

There ts a call to advance in offerings. In 
1857, the first year that I have found a tabu- 
lation of the Methodist benevolences in the 
general minutes in which the Bible Society 
appears, the Church had a membership of 
820,519. That year this whole Church gave 
for conference claimants $48,290. For mis- 
sions, home and foreign, $226,697. For Sun- 
day schools, $13,250. For the American Bible 
Society, $46,610. -This was in 1857. The 
offering went up from this to over $90,000. 
It came down, however, to a much lower figure. ~ 
During the last ten years it went up again to 
$46,000, in 1910, but last year it fell to $34,000, 
or $12,000 less than in 1857, while the mem- 
bership has increased three or fourfold. Is 
this an adequate and reasonable consideration 
of this fundamental work? We certainly need 
to advance to the apportionment of the Gen- 
eral Conference of $100,000 annually, and the 
reasons for it are these: ‘ 

First, That the circulation of the Scriptures 
may keep up with itself. The average of this 
circulation for the seventy-seven years that I

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A Striking Argument for Home Missions 


This table, issued in the interest of the United Missionary Campaign, exhibits the magnitude of the task 
undertaken by all missionary organizations of this country. It shows the proportion of Protestant, Roman 
Catholic, and ‘‘all other’’ church members, as compared with non-church members, in each state and terri- 
tory, as published by the United States Census Bureau. Consider ably more than half of the people of our 
country are not members of any church. Into this mass of non-church members the Bible has free access, 
with very slight exceptions. How can we put a Bible into the hand of every man able to read it, and espe- 
cially a Bible in every home? Who will help us do this? 
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umes yearly. 
years, however, is 2,500,000 volumes yearly, 
which is double that of the whole period, but 
the circulation for the last year was 4,049,610 
volumes, showing an increase of demand that 
is without precedent. What is true of your 
Society is true of the elder sister in Great 
Britain, whose circulation last year was over 
7,000,000. Why should America be willing 
that Great Britain should outdo her in this 
work! If you add the circulation of the Na- 
tional Bible Society of Scotland, you have a 
grand total, omitting all the commercial cir- 
culation, of over 14,000,000 volumes of Scrip- 
ture sent out last year by the Bible Societies 
alone to meet the world hunger. There is, 
however, one field in which this work is going 
forward that would absorb this entire annual 
output of all these three Societies if these 
14,000,000 volumes of Scriptures were in the 
language of that ‘Celestial Republic ’’— 
shall I call it?—instead of the nearly five hun- 
dred polyglot tongues of the other peoples of 
the earth. 

Oh! Methodist men!.if you would only re- 
alize what your own Bible means to you, and 
to your country, founded upon and permeated 
by it, and then consider all these people of 
the East struggling to secure a free and 
stable government without it, you would un- 
derstand the appeal of Bishop Bashford when 
he says: ‘“‘Modern inventions reduce the cost 
of printing the Bible, so that a simple gift of 
four million dollars will enable the American 
Bible Society to produce fifty million copies 
of the Chinese Bible. With the aid of one 
missionary and native Christians these fifty 
million copies could be distributed throughout 
the country at a cost of a million dollars 
more. It is thus within the power of one 
Church alone, and even of some wealthy man, 
to evangelize China within the next fifteen 
or twenty years more fully than Europe was 
evangelized at the time of the Reforma- 
tion.” 

Second, There is a demand for advance in 
the circulation of the Scriptures in our own land. 
One hundred and nine immigrants landed at 
Jamestown in 1607. A careful student of 
home missions has said: “ So far in the twen- 
tieth century that number on an average has 
landed every hour, day and night, year in and 
year out. Those of Jamestown were all of 
one speech, so far as we know. ‘These, of 
scores of different tongues and dialects.” 
We sent out from the Bible House in New 
York last year, besides those that were in the 
English language, Scriptures in seventy lan- 
guages for use in the United States alone. 
The work of our colporteurs among these 
people is an immense stimulus to home mis- 
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sions. Scores of our colporteurs, after being 
trained by us, have been taken over as home 
missionary pastors in churches which their 
colportage has founded. Ff There is no men- 
ace in this immigrant population save the 
menace of acquiring a population not reared 
under the ideals of the New Testament,’’ as 
Dr. Barnes of the American Baptist Home 
Mission Society has well said. 

Our own American stock is also in need. 
In our cities, in lonely country communities 
without religious instruction, adrift without 
the Bible, the number is astonishing that are 
slipping backward into semi-paganism. In 
one of our agencies last year out of 63,472 
families visited—and these largely old Ameri- 
can stock—23,037 families were found with- 
out the Bible. We need to be at it among 
these people of our own and alien speech. 
Abbé Brémond, a French Jesuit, has recently 
said: “Newman never went among the peo- 
ple. Wesley on the other hand was pre-emi- 
nently an apostle to the multitudes. Thanks 
to his preaching and his hymns, millions and 
millions of farmers and of workingmen have 
remained and still remain Christians. Now 
religion for the masses is to-day the problem 
of problems. Wesley’s example ought to 
strengthen and enlighten those who wish to stir 
into life the religious apathy of our France.’’ 
What is true of France is true of America. 
Our Bible colporteurs—humble men among 
the people—go from house to house and 
home to home. Last year 284 were regularly 
employed, and 144 specially employed—a total 
of 428 workers. This number should at once 
be doubled. The Bible must be the ‘common 
book”’ of this nation if its perils are to be met 
and its destiny achieved. 

Third, But what of the world? Astonishing 
things are happening. Last New Year’s Day 

The Temple of Heaven” in Peking was 
thrown open to our superintendent and his 
colporteurs, and day after day in that ancient 
place they ministered the Scriptures to the 
people. At a fair recently held in North 
China for twelve days the circulation averaged 
over one thousand volumes a day. We ex- 
ceeded our resources last year and almost 
went beyond good judgment in our appropria- 
tion for China, giving more than $60,000 for 
Bible work in this land alone, and yet hundreds ~ 
of thousands of Scriptures that were ordered of 
our Agent could not be even manufactured 
because what we could hope to receive from 
the sale of these books would not anywhere 
near meet the cost of manufacturing them. 
265 colporteurs traversed the eighteen prov-— 
inces of China, but we should have 1,000 col- _ 
porteurs at once in that republic. 

Less than a month ago, south of usin Peru, — 

; i 


@, 
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the legislature of that land for the first time 
in its history decreed “‘ religious tolerance.”’ 
The fruit of the labors of faithful colporteurs 
and missionaries, some of whom have been 
imprisoned for the cause of liberty, have led 
to this harvest. Evenmore notable, however, 
is the fact that on the 15th of April last a 
decree was set forth ordering the regular 
study of the Scriptures in the official schools 
of the land. 

We have recently entered into an important 
arrangement with our sister Society in Great 
Britain whereby we have transferred to them 
our work in North Persia, and they have 
transferred to us their work in Central Ameri- 
ca and Panama. We are, therefore, now in 
the name of the American people responsible 
for the circulation of the Scriptures to the 
throngs of people speaking many languages 
and dialects which will pass through this 
great new waterway between the Atlantic 
and the Pacific. We have sent our Agent for 
Central America and Panama to Port Said to 
study the methods so wisely employed in 
reaching the ships that traverse the Suez 
Canal, and we expect to put the very best 
methods possible into use as soon as the 
Panama Canal is ready for general shipping. 

When I first began to speak about this 
work ten years ago I reported that we had 
four hundred colporteurs in all at work in this 
country and in foreign lands, and I used to 
say it was ‘the real Four Hundred.”’ Last 
year we had 810 colporteurs at work abroad 
and 428 at home, a total of 1,238—990 regular 
colporteurs and 248 special. Where we now 
have a regiment of these workers there should

be an army. There is no work like this work 
of colportage. Dr. Whyte, the famous Pres- 
byterian minister of Scotland, has recently 
said, “/f 7 were not a preacher, I would be a 
colporteur.’’ By the work of these men the 
preaching places of our missions are open, not 
only in our home country but in foreign lands. 
Dr. Butler, who is here with you, would tell 
you to-day that the preaching places of our 
church in Mexico were opened by colportage. 
What is true of Mexico is true all over Latin 
America and of heathen lands. 

Fourth. I have no time to speak of the “call to 
advance’? in the translation and revision of the 
Scriptures. I can simply refer to Spencer 
Lewis in China, to Charles W. Drees and 
Victoriano Baez in Spain, to J. L. McLaugh- 
lin in the Philippines, to C. S. Davidson in 
Japan, to show that our Church is interested 
in this task, for these are all on committees 
giving themselves to the translation and re- 
vision of the Scriptures. We will realize the 
significance of this work when we remember 
that the translation of the Hebrew Scriptures 
into Greek prepared the way for Christianity 
in the Levant, and that Jerome’s version of 
the Latin Bible, which we call the Vulgate, 
prepared the way for Christianity in Europe, 
and the New Testament of Tyndale, for whom 
a monument was dedicated last Sunday in 
Vilvorde, Brussels, where he was strangled, 
made ready for the world missions where the 
English speech has gone. 

Let us be up and doing, that we may “ad- 
vance”’ to our great task in this fundamental 
work of ministering the Word of Life to the 
peoples of the earth. 


Notes from County Fairs in New York State 


HE Eastern Agency, this past season, 

has had a Bible stand at fifteen county 
fairs scattered over its territory, with a re- 
sulting total distribution of 4,450 volumes of 
Scripture. Mr. Tower, the Agency Secretary, 
has been visiting some of these fairs, and the 
result appears in the ‘‘Notes”’ which follow, 
accompanied with some pictures of his own. 


What a busy corner in the heart of the shop- 
ping district offers to the retail merchant, the 
county fair offers to the Bible colporteur. Here 
is opportunity concentrated, affording him full 
scope for all his wisdom and energy. A con- 
stant and ever-changing stream of humanity 
passes by his stand, curious, interested, pleas- 
ure-seeking, with eyes and ears open to catch 
the invitation to stop, to look, and to buy.

Only in the character of his goods and the 
nature of his signs is the Bible stand different 
from the hundred and one others about it. 
Instead of fruits and vegetables, knife sharp- 
eners, trinkets, and toys, are Bibles, Testa- 
ments, and portions of the Word of God; 
while, instead of calling attention to commer- 
cial commodities, its placards have to do with 
life and eternity: What God Says—Give God _ 
a Chance—The Gift of God is Eternal Life— 
The Wages of Sin is Death. For all this, its 
likeness and its difference, there is a good 
and sufficient reason. The simple fact that 
the Bible is brought to such a place and of- 
fered for sale to every passer-by speaks 
loudly of someone’s faith in it and his belief 
that it is suited to the needs of all classes and 
conditions, while the admonitions and texts
